The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  in  character  and  there  are  no 
important  industries  in  the  area. 

There  ere  several  villages  along  the  coast  cold  those  ore  visited  during  the 
summer  months  by  several  thousands  of  people  coming  to  spend  their  summer  hodida^rs 
and  several  sites  for  mobile  caravans  are  also  let  along  the  coast  and  a number 
of  tents  end  teii^oraty  summer  huts  ere  put  up  in  the  fields.  • 

Most  of  the  men  in  the  district  work  on  tha  fonns  and  small  lioldings  bi'/; 
a large  number  of  men  in  the  villages  along  the  coast  go  to  sea® 

There  is  not  much  unen^loymont  at  present  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Road 
Improvement  Scheme  end  the  County  Water  Scheme  }jave  taken  on  nicny  of  the  men  who 
used  to  work  on  the  farms,  these  men  having  left  the  farms  owing  to  t^c  groat 
increase  of  raaiuhines  used  on  the  farms.

The  live  birth-rate  was  equal  to  1 6*4  per  1 ,000  of  the  popxilation  comp- 
ered with  a 3rate  of  17.9  per  1 ,000  of  the  pc^aation  in  Ensland  and  Wales.

Hospitals, 

There  are  no  ho^itals  belonging  to  the  local  authority.  Cases  suffo:ci:.ig 
from  Infectious  diseases  are  r.dmitted  into  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Llangefni,  an  ambulance  being  sent  from  the  Isolation  Ho^ital  to  cqnvcv  the 
cases  into  hospital  and  the  premises  are  disinfected  by  the  local  sanitary 
Inspector, 

Most  of  the  General,  Medical,  ajr^icaJ.  md  accident  oases  ere  sent  to  the 
Oaemarvonshire  and  ingle sey  Infirmary  Bangor,  St  David's  Hospital  Brngoz'j 
Stanley  Hospital.,  Holyhead  or  to  the  Liverpool  HoQ)itrJ.s* 

Since  July  5th  1948  the  hospital  ccvses  are  removed  to  hospital  by  ai.foulrnec 
and  cars  controlled  by  the  ^mbulanae  Committee  of  the  local  Hcolth  i»uthority 
which  is  the  County  Council  - Two  z.mbulrncea  arc  stationed  at  Holyhead  end  -ta/o 
at  Llangefni  end  one  at  Lmlwch#  Very  much  use  is  mr.de  of  the  Ambulance  rnci  C:r 
service  owing  to  the  distance  most  of  the  oases  axe  from  the  train  or  bus  rc’.'tco 

Cases  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  ere  treated  at  the  C & A Infirmary , 
Bangor  where  clinics  -are  held  twice  a week  for  both  male  and  femrde  cases  unlcr 
the  County  Scheme  and  the  tracing  of  aon tacts  and  follow-up  of  defaulters  is  also 
very  satisfactorily  done  under  the  County  Scheme. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Up  to  July  the  5th  1948  a scheme  was  in  operation  vdiich  provided  for  tne 
payment  by  the  Council  of  cn  annual  Contribution  tov/ards  the  e-xpenscs  of  the 
Voluntary  Association  for  the  provision  of  Maternity  and  Child.  Welfare  Sov-vr.:'3,s 
in  end  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  County,  these  services  are  now  arz*angci  sy  tro 
local  health  Authority  which  is  the  Anglesey  County  Council  .in  oonjunotlo:!  w:.  t ;:. 
the  ,lL:*5:hona!l  Hospitrd  Docxl  and  ijiti-Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  forte:;.g.-j.r,  a: 
Amlwch  Bearmaxis,  Holyhead  and  Llangefni  and  cases  which  the  Consultant  Onsrovrreran 
thinks  need  treatment  ere  admitted  into  the  County  Hospital  Bangor,  or  to  aoo 
Gora  Maternity  Home  Holyhead,  which  has  recently  been  opened. 
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Arrangements  can  also  be  made  for  urgent  cases  from  this  district  to  attend 
at  Clinics  held  every  week  at  the  County  HoQ)itol  should  occasion  ari«e« 

§ There  are  several  district  nurses  and  health  visitors  residing  in  the  area, 
they  attend  the  various  clinics  held  in  the  district. 

Nearly  all  the  nurses  have  been  provided  with  Motor  Cars  as  the  distances 
they  have  to  travel  are  very  great  and  the  houses  very  scattered. 

Provisions  have  bean  made  at  the  County  Hospital,  Bangor  v/heroby  premature 
and  unmature  babies  from  this  district  may  be  moved  end  receive  treatment. 

Infant  Clinics  are  held  every  fortnight  at  Amlwch,  Cemaes  Bey,  Llanerchynedd 
Marian  Glas,  and  Llangefni  and  babies  from  this  district  attend  the  above  centres 

The  Clinics  are  well  attended,  and  most  of  the  children  in  the  district 
have  been  inoculated  against  Diphtheria  either  privately  at  the  Primary  schools 
or  at  the  Infant  Clinic, 

Very  satisfactory  laboratory  facilities  are  now  available  at  the  C & A 
Infirmary,  Bangor  and  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  v/hore 
Bacteriological  examination  of  Yfeter  Throat  Swabs,  sputum  examination  and  va.rious 
other  ^ecimens  are  sent.

V/a.ter  Supply. 

The  water  supply  jjti  this  district  has  always  been  a problem,  but  now  that 
the  County  Walter  Scheme  is  progressing  the  supply  at  Benllech,  Moelfre,  and 
Cem-'  es  Bay  are  much  more  sa.tisfaotory. 

The  district  is  supplied  mainly  by  shaJ.low  wells  and  these  become  fouled  by 
surface  wa.ter  and  steps  are  oontlnuaJLly  being  taicen  to  clean  and  further  protect 
these  shallow  wells  and  vrhen  unfavourable  bactoriologlcal  reports  are  received 
notices  are  put  up  that  the  vrater  is  not  fit  for  drinking  and  domestic  use  before 
it  is  boiled. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  the  domestic  refuse  from  the  smaller  villag-es 
has  greatly  in^roved  and  the  method  now  used  to  empty  end  clean  the  public 
cesspools  end  septic  tanks  is  much  more  satisfactory. 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  yeax  about  the  disposal  of 
sewerage  at  Cemaes  Bay,  Benllech  Bay,  and  Moelfre  Bay,  especially  during  the 
summer  months  v/-hen  the  places  are  full  of  visitors  and  again  I must  report  that 
I still  view  with  grave  concern  the  present  methods  adopted  in  these  places,  and 
hope  tha.t  as  soon  as  the  County  Y/atcr  Scheme  is  con^jleted  a new  and  proper 
sewerage  system  will  be  ca.rriod  out  at  the  places  mentioned,

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 

This  work  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  Inspector  of  Pood  for  the  County  takes  samples  of  Milk  frequently  for 
Bacteriological  examination.

Tha  Tuberculosis  Phyeicion  under 
National  Meraorial  Association  holds  ^ Clinic  in  tha  area  every  tnonth 
and  patients  are  often  referred  to  hir»i  at  Llcnf'ofni  banitoriivn  v;here 
he  holds  a clinic  every  v/eek  and  patients  from  this  area  are  X-R£*yod 
and  receive  treatment  there.  Since  Juli'-  ^th  1940  this  arron^e-nent  is 
still  being  carried  out  under  the  management  of  the  Hegional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  local  health  Authority, 

The  Tuberculosis  Allor/anco  Scheme  h.  0 undoubtedly  been  of  prnat 
assistance  to  pt'*tient6  to  come  for  troatmeat  iiiuch  oarlior  and  to  ro- 
nwin  in  hospital  ai'id  undor  supervision  at  home  much  more  readily 
because  of  its  very  great  value  in  'rolniving  fii:iancirl  difficulties 
and.  help  them  to  overcor.io  their  airciety  about  the  family  ot  home,

The  general  Btruidard  of  the  houses  iu  the  district  is  fvirly 
good  but  in  some  of  the  villages  there  are  sever-  1 houaes  in  0 V'-ry 
noor  condition  and  have  bsen  condemned  as  uni’it  for  hu.i^ian  habitation. 

Th^^re  r3re  94  Coui'xcil  Housesin  the  district  but  no  council  house 
was  cctuai:4'‘  completed  durij^g  the  year,  but  ono  private  house  was  com^ 
plated  durii\^  that  tij'ie.
